LONDOX, January 19.—A dispatch from La- 
hore says the projected railway te Jellalabad 
bas been abandoned.

A dispatch from Cabul savs: Dissensions 
bave arisem among the Afghan leaders at 
Ghuzni. Mahomed Jan has gone to Zurman 
and Priest Mushk’ I’Atimto Wardak. Moosa 
Khan, eldest son of Yakoob Khan, is now un- 
der the sole guidance ot Sirdar Tahir Khan, the 
only sirdar of birth who supports him. 

Sirdar Wali Mahomed, son ot the former 
Ameer, Dost Mahomed, has entered upon his 
duties as Governor of Cabul and the surround- 
ing district. He is the best choice Gen. Roberts 
could make, but he is neither strong of charac- 
ter nor inferior. He hopes, doubtless, from 
the Governorship to rise, later, to the Ameer- 
ship, to which he has long been an aspirant, 
but the Government’s choice is in no way bet- 
tered by the present appointment, 

General Reberts has been revising tbe forti- 
fications and greatly extending his position. 
Two high hills on the west of the city are being 
crowned by strong block-houses which will 
partly command the neighbering defile. Com- 
munications between Sbirpur and Bala Hissar 
will be secured by the erection ot fortified 
posts on Siah Sang hills. The river will be 


bridged between Siah Sang and Shirpur. All 
the walls within a thousand yards of Shirpur 
are being leveled, and roads are making in all 
directions.

Three Buildings Demolished and Two 
Persons Blown to Atoms. 


Destruction by Fire ef Valuable Property at 
Omaha—Other Casualties. 


CINCINNATI, January 19.—A special to the 
Times from Yellow Springs, Greene county, 
Ohio, says three terrible explosions have 
just occured this morning at the Miami 
Powder Mills, three miles south of 
there. Three mills were destroyed 
and two men killed. The shock of the explosion 
was distinctly felt at Yellow Springs. The sup- 
posed cause was the bursting of a hydraulic 
main. The mills and machinery were com 
pletely demolished, and two employes, 
named Taggart and Carney, blown to atoms. 


Roast Pork, 

OMAHA, January 19.—James E. Boyd’s large 
pork packing establishment caught fire soon 
after 8 o’clock, last evening, and the fire con- 
tinued burning all night. The several large

Boston, January 19.—The Herald’s Augusta 
special says: All is quiet about the State-house 
this morning. The duty of guarding the build- 
ing is in the hands of Maj. F. E: Nye, Acting 
Assistant Adjutant-General, and late of Gener- 
al Chamberlain’s staff.

J. Gallagher, nominated Saturday, had for his 
opponent inthe caucus then held Gen. Geo. 
L. Beal, United States Pension Agent 
at Portland for some years, and defeated 
him. Now it is believed by seme 
leading Republicans that Gallagher, who is a 
young man and has not had Beal’s military ex- 
perience, is not so well fitted to fulfill the im- 
M duties of the once in this crisis as 

eal. Therefore a committee was this morning 
appointed toconfer with Gallagher and get 
him to rsign the nomination; but he would 
not yield. When the committee reported this 
the caucus reconsidered the vote of Saturday 
nominating him, on motion of Eugene Hale, 
anda ballot tor another candidate was taken 
which resuited in the election of Beal by a vote 
of '/9, to 8 for Gallagher.

WONDERS UNDERGROUND. 


Magnificent Caverns Newly Discovered 
in Virginia. 


(Newmarket, Va., Cor. ofthe N. V. Herald.] 


The whole country lying between the Blue 
Ridge andthe Alleghanies in Virginia, com- 
prising the Page and Shenandoah valleys, 
which are separated by the Massanutton 
range, appears to be honeycombed with cav- 
erns. The land throughout this region is of a 
rolling character and is mostly under cultiva- 
tion. Here and there are to be seen houses of 
a considerable size, bnilt of brick or of wood, 
with verandas; these are the plantation houses 
of the olden time. Most ofthe other habita- 
tions outside of the villages are small one- 
storied cabins, many ofthem being of 
logs. Butitisthe underground world that 
in this region has most interest forthe visitor. 
The existence of acave is usually indicated by 
numerous depressions ofthe land, into which 
surface water runs freely in 
wet seasons and from which 
draughis of air are observed to come. Scores 
ofthese openings have been explored, but 
few of them have been found, to possess any 
considerable dimensions. The Wevers, the 
Madison and Fountaiu Caves were the largest 
known untl within a year. They were dis- 
covered about seventy-five years ago. They 

are situated five miles from Weyers Sta— 
tion, and the Valley Branch of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, and their entrances 
are all within the compass of half a mile. The 
great Luray Cavern was discovered about one 
year ago. It is siumated in the town of Luray, 
about sixteen miles northeast of Newmarket 
Station, onthe same railroad. The circum- 
stances under which it was found were as fol- 
lows: A traveling photographer visited 
the place, and, becoming interested in 
the subject of caves, commenced mak- 
ing investigations. Soon he was joined 
by two residents of Luray who had made some 
explorations, and the three made a systematic 
examination of the whole region. One day, 
in an open field, within a short distance of 
several houses, they removed some loose 
stones atthe bottom of a little hollow and 
found a passage, large enough to admit a man, 
leading vertically into the ground. one of the 
three was lowered by a rope, while the others 
remained outside. Inthe meantime a party 
of boys had come to the spot. When the man 
came up be was paie with emotion, so grand 
was the subterranean world of which he had 
hadaglimpse while below, but seeing the 
boys and determined to keep his discovery a 
secret With his own party forthe time being, 
he declared that another failure had been 
made. The three managed to get money 
enough together to purchase the field, and the 
value of the discovery was not made known to 
the public until the deeds had been passed and 
bosse sion of the property secured. 
NEWLY DISCOVERED WONDERS. 

About six miles southeast from Newmar- 
ket Station, in the foothills of the Massanut- 
ton range and on the land of Mr. Reuben 
Zirkle, a farmer of independent means, indi- 
cations ofa cavern have been noticed for 
years. A few weeks ago Mr. Zirkle and one 
ortwo members of his family were strolling 
about the place, and, removinga few stones 
that they thought might cover an aperture, 
revealed a jagged opening descending almost 
perpendicularly. Uaving procured ligats. 
they descended, and at the depth of thirty 
feet found themselves in a roomy chamber. 
Exploration has been vigorously prosecuted 
by Mr. Zirkle and his two sons, J. C and A. 
E., and they have up to this date penetrated 
to the distance ofnearly a mile in a direct 
line. The descent into the first chamber is 
now made easy by means of a wooden siair- 
way. This apartment is about 100 feet in 
length, and its ceiling, which is 12 to 15 feet 
high. is studded with pure white stalactites of 
mammary or beet-sbaped form. A side- 
room, 15 feet wide and high, with a smoothly 
arched ceiling, extends from this for a con- 
siderable distance. Proceeding through a 
long passage varying from 3 to 4 feet in 
width and from 5 to 7 in height, and crossing 
at right angies along, low vallery, then going 
through a larger passage and making a sharp 
turn, the second hall is reached. 
This is 25 feet wide. 200 feet long and from 2 
to 50 fect high, With smooth walls. Stepping 
then to a much lower level, a room is entered 
whicn is of a very irregular form and cum- 

bered with enormous blocks of rock which 
have fallen from the roof. Iu the ceiling is a 
wide fissure extending upward out of sight. 
On leaving this scene of chaos the course is to 
a level 50 feet higher through an _ intricate 
system of chambers, the largest 40 by 60 feet 
and 15 feet high. Descending from thence 
over a succession of shallow basins which in 
rainy seasons are filled with water, you come 
first to a hall 100 feet in length, with a smooth 
vaulted ceiling, and from this pass into a 
grand chamber 500 feet long, 50 feet wide and 
20 feet high, with a floor covered with angu- 
lar masses of stone. An apartment following 
this is about 40 feet hivh, 300 feet long and 40 
feet wide, and this is succeeded by a room 
100x50 feet and 15 feet high. From this a 
beautiful arched passage leads te a chamber 
HhOxh0 feet and 30 feet high, in which one of 
the wonders of the cave is to be scen. The 
floor is divided by an immense fissure which 
extends in a semi-circular form to the next 
apartment. A stairway has been constructed 
to the bottom of the fissure, fifty or sixty feet 
below, where is formed a stream ol pellucid 
water five or six feet in width. 

THE DIAMOND ROOM. 

The next“ chamber, called the ‘‘diamond 
room,“ because of the brilliancy of the in- 
crustations on its walls, is 225 feet long, 50 feet 
wide and 40 or 50 feet high, witha level ceil- 
ing, and following thie is a magnificent hall, 
400 by 100 feet, and from 50 to 40 feet in 
height. At one end of this apartment is a pit 
15 or 20 feet in length and depth. This is the 
farthest point to which «a path has been 
opened and any one can comfortably go. With 
wreat difficulty & person can creep overa 
steep and slippery surface between the pit and 
one of the walls, and then by crowding him- 
self through a small opening and reach an- 
other interesting feature of the cavern. This 
is a gallery formed in a perfect circle, 300 or 400 
feetin circumference, witha floor as level as 
that of a ballroom and a ceiling 6 or & feet 
high, arched with the utmost accuracy, Ata 
point nearly opposite the entrance are two 
wells, with perpendicular walls, leading to a 
lower level, and here exploration in this diree— 
tion has stopped. From the bottom of the pit 
before mentioned a narrow crevice leads to a 
series of low chambers 100 feet below the gal- 
lery, Which have not yet been investigated. 
The formations in this cave comprise all of 
thore which are common tothe other caves of 
Vievinia. The resemblances to statuary are 
numerous. In one of the chambers is a stalac- 
tite, brown in color, witha figurein pure 
white of the exact form of a mouse upon it. 
The characteristic feature is the presence of a 
Vast quantity of fine,perfectly limpid crystals, 
covering large sections of the Walls and floor. 

DIPFICULTIES OF EXPLORATION, 

Persons Who come from a distance to view 
these subterranean wonders are often em- 
phaticin their denunciations of the seemin 
want of enterprise exhibited by the owners ot 
caves. But listlessness is not always the ob- 


staclefthat stands in the way of exploration. 
In the first place a proprietor is not very de- 
sirous of opening à passage beyond the limits 
of his own possessions, lest his discoveries 
should simply inure to the benefit of others. 
Then it must be borne in mind that the work 
of discovery is often carried on, not by the 
owner in person, whose interest it might be 
to have his underground domain extended as 
far as possible, but by the personor persons 
who are afterward to act as guides to visitors, 
and who naturally, do not care to have the cir- 
cuit that they must travel hundreds of times 
made unnecesearily long. Again, it must be 
remembered that the exploration ofa cave in- 
volves much discomfort and often requires 
some nerve. From the main chambers of the 
Virginia caverns side passages are seen to di- 
verge in every direction. Sometimes the pas- 
sage from one ortion of the cavern 
to anether will be through an apartment of 
great superficial area, but with a reof so low 
that one cannot even craw! through on his 
bands and knees, but must wriggle along for 
hundreds of feet before he comes to a cham- 
ber witha roof sufficiently high to allow him 
to stand erect. Again, it may be that he has 
to descend into a dark pit fifty or one hundred 
feet by a rope, or it may be into a narrow s- 
sure by pressing his knees and elbows against 
the irregular walls, and when be has reached 
the bottom he will perhaps find thathe has in 
this unusual way entered a vast and magnificent 
ball. It is not without a sense of peril that 
now and then he finds himself treading upon 
a floor of earthy formation, so hollow and so 
thin that at everystep it resounds like a 
drum and threatens te precipitate him to un- 
known depths. Some of the passages are 80 
narrow and crooked that itis onlv with the 
utmost difficulty that he can pull himself 
through, and the only way of returning is by 
backing out. Finally, after ofrcoming no 
end of obstacles, one may find himself over- 
ooking an abyss so deep and so dark as to be 
almost appalling. It is onething to walk 
through a cavern which has been furnished 
with guard ropes and flights of steps at every 
dangerous point, and whose well worn paths 
indicate that many have safely traveled it be- 
fore, but quite another thing to grope one’s 
way thousands of feet through dark and 
jagged ehasms, where no human foot has ever 
trod, and where every step is surrounded with 
uncertainty. As the floor in most places is of 
rock, which will not show footsteps, the ex- 
plorer carries with him either a ball of twine, 
which be pays out as he advances, or bits of 
paper, which he drops as he goes, so that he 
may—in case he loses his way, either return 
to the main passage, or indicate his course to 
others. The lights used in thase Virginia 
caves are parafine candles, placed two or 
three togetherina tin shield resembling 
those used for footlights at a theater.

THE HORRORS OF HYDRO PHORBIA. 


A Man in Delaware Dies After Forty 
Days of Anxiety.

Just forty-four he ago Richard G. Alexan- 
der, a most estimable young manof thistown, 
was bitten by a dog which was supposed to 
have been mad. Doubts were entertained that 
he was rabid,and they were confirmed to some 
extent by the fact that only one ofa score of 
dogs known to have been bitten by him ina 
career of ten miles has shownany rabid symp- 
toms, and by a post mortem of thatanimal the 
doctors thought they could trace his death to 
0isoning by fish berries. Alexander has 
»orne the trying circumstances of possible 
death from hydrophobia with wonderful 
nerve. At no time up to the day of his seizure 
by unmistakable symptoms has he doubted 
that he would escape, but to-night he is in 
the last agouies from the dreadful! disease. 

Five duys ago he complained of feeling 
unwell, but attributed his condition to tor- 
pid liver, and took medicines 
accordingly. He complained of 
painsin the back and of palpitation of the 
heart, but never suggested the poison which 
was working in his blood asthe cause. Yes- 
terday morning, when he attempted to wash 
on arising, he felt an aversion to touching the 
water. Heremarked thisto his wife, who 
soothingly said it was probably because the 
water wus cold, and that she would bring him 
some warm water. This brought, Alexander 
was still unable to dip his hands into it, and 
at the breakfast table could not drink his cof- 
fee, although he contrived to make a fair meal 
otherwise. He still resolutely refused to be- 
lieve bimself ill, or consent to have « doctor. 
IIis wife, however, summoned Dr. Mitchell. 
On seeing the physician the patient seemed 
very much annoyed. It is nothing worth 
troubling about. The only trouble is that I 
Want to sneeze all the time and I can’t do it,“ 
he said. This the doctor took fora very un- 
favorable symptom, inasmuch as the fangs of 
the dog ore the cartilage of his nose, and it 
is a Well-known fact in the history of such 
cases thatthe firstsign of the malady is a 
morbib sensation in the wounded spot. 

Strong anodynes of morpbia, bromide of 
potash and chioral were presented, but the 
patient was unable to swallow them. The 
sight of liquid caused aspasm that he could 
not repress, but by blindfolding him he was 
enabled to swallow half a dose, and three or 
four small potions were so administered. 
Towards evening the first convulsion super- 
vened. It was very violent. and was accom- 
panied by snapping of his jaws and frothing 
atthe muuth. When he recovered from this 
attack he begged piteeusly to be put out of his 
misery, and warned those near him to keep 
away lest he should bite them. Meanwhile. 
Doctors Dunlapand Belleville had been called 
in consultation, and bad been unanimous that 
the disease was hydrophobia. Dr. John J. 
Black, of Newcastle, one of the first physi- 
cians in the State, was also — aud 
concurred in the opinion. Chloroform was 
resorted to, and the patient was kept 
under its influence as much as 
possible. The spasms became fre- 
quent and terribly violent this morning, 
and it was foun necessary to tie him 
for the firsttime. Even, yet, between his 
spasms, he implored a speedier death, and 
spoke comforting words to his relatives who 
surrounded his bedside. Woorara, the war 
arrow poison of South American Indians, was 
tried asthe last remedy. A quarter of a 
grain injected under the skin produced happy 
results at first. It was administered every 
balf hour, until it was found to aggravate 
rutberthan alleviate his symptoms. Since 
then chloroform bas been relied on, and at this 
writing it is hoped that his agonies will soon 
be over. The event has thrown a gloom over 
the entire community. Business has beer 
suspended to-day, and the only conversation 
has been expressions of wonder at the forti- 
tude with which he bore his terrible condi- 
tion, and sympathyfor his wife and 
their young children. His brother, between 
whom and himself the warmest affection ex- 
isted, is prostrated with grief.

UP VESUVIUS BY STEAM. 


A Winter Letter From Naples—A Rail- 
road Climbing a Volcano. 
[Naples Cor. New York Sun. 

The thermometer, which so far has seldom 
marked less than 12 degrees centigrade, and 
more generally 15, fell this noon to 3, while 
the whole panorama ofthe bay was hidden in 
awintry mist. Mount Vesuvius has put on a 
beautiful white garment,in which it has 

ade a fine appearance under a beautiful 

lue sky, here and there spotted by clouds of 
variegated shapes. The picture isa singu- 
larly splendid one, and looking further east, 
along the scraggy tops of the mountains of 
Castellamare and Sorrento, also coygred with 
snow, our scenery has, for the ti being, a 
Swiss aspect. To-morrow these 
effects of winter will have 
vanished, because the barometer is rising, and 
itis therefore almost certain that on the com- 
ing morn Phebus will reappear in all his 
glow, and ofa certainty we shall be glad to 
salute bim. I kuow one man who would un- 
hesitatingly bargain, at generous terms, for 
a regular supply of sunshine, and so would 
the men whom he keeps at work on Vesuvius 
in finishing bis big job. That man is Mr. 
Oblight, the contractor for the Vesuvian Rail- 
road, Which will soon bean acvomplished 
fact. 

In order to beable to reply to various in- 
quiries Wich bave recently come to hand 
from friends in England and the United 
States, I solicited of Mr. Obligut the favor of 
same details, and he at once requested Signor 
Dall’ Ougaro, director of the works, to fur- 
nish methe pews. Weather permitting, the 
work will be finished some time in January. 
But the probabilities are that the road-will 
not be opened to the public before the end of 
February, because the fogs and snow storms 
at this season cause frequent interruptions. 

The mechanical conveyance which is toserve 
for hoisting tourists from the base to the top of 
the cone is a car drawn by two very solid 
wire cables. These, being put in motion 

by a steam engine stationed atthe beginning 
or the inclined plane, will raise one car while 
the other comes down. Each car is to have 
six wheels, rolling on three rails, at any point 
of which the cars can be stopped firmly, and it is 
materially impossible for the car to get off the 
track. In fine, the construction presents every 
guarantee of solidity end safety. This system 
of locomotion 1s adopted only for the steep 
portion of the mountain, and the total length 
of the railroad will be about 900 meters. This 
distance will be covered in seven minutes, in 
the easiest and most enjoyable manner, and it 
is to be hoped, for the sake of future visitors, 
tbat this mode of making the ascent will su- 
persede the stick and rope-puiling and band- 
pushing or portantine systems hitherto in use 
by the 2 monopolizers of Vesuvius, the 
ascent of which has been the hardest bit of 
ordinary sightseeing in all Italv. To reach 
the station at the foot of the cone, the con- 
pan) bas extended thither the carriage 
road, a distance of 3,137 metres, and certain- 
ly this is a splendid piece of road, cut through 
the masses of lava left by former eruptions. 
The question is now, how long will this road 
remain clear? Improvements are, of course, 
being made all along the old road as far as the 
observatory. The company intend to establish 
a special service of carriages between Naples 
and the Vesuvian terminus, issuing return 
tickets also in connection with the tramway to 
Resiva (lierculaneum), and with the railway 
trains of the Pompeii line. The point for the 
station of the company’s conveyanves laaving 
Naples is not yet chosen. Another station will 
be established at Resina. Visitors will, how- 
ever. have full liberty to reach the cone 
by any other means they may choose, and, if 
moved by a peculiar spirit of independence, 
they may still sweat out their energy in toiling 
up the old pathway, and bring back bad colds 
tocure. Withthe aid of steam, the so-called 
Vesuvian fever, and plenty of Naples and Ro- 
inan fever, too. will be done away with. 

Those who make the trip from Naples and 
back under the company’s arrangement will 
be pertectly free from the annoyances hither- 
lo experienced by every one who has ventur- 
ed to make the ascent, for they will have to 
deal only with the company’s servants, and 
thus will no longer be exposed to contend 
with the rapacious though harmless rascals 
who call themselves guides. The fares are not 
yet established, but it is certain that the cost 
of future trips to the top of Vesuvius will be 
less than half the ordinary expense. A day 
apd a night service will be arranged, but the 
number of trains will be fixed according to 
circumstances. Doubtless a certain regular- 
ity in starting will be established, to insure 
order. The — sack of the vehicles from 
Naples will probably take place every hour, 
and the distance, as far as the ascending 
point, will be done in about two anda half 
hours. 

Thus it will be possible to make the excur- 
sion easily in about five hours, taking ample 

time to observe the phenomena of the volcano 
and to contemplate the enchanting panorama 
of which Vesuvius itself is the center piece. 
People who visit this city on too limited time 
will be able totake ordinary health rules into 
consideration, and, by being more careful, 
will be saved the injustice of accusing the 
State of the city for phvsical disorders of 
Which their own thoughtlessness is the true 
Cause.

A LONG TRAMP. 
Across the Continent With a Family 
Hand-Cart. 
(Milford (Pa.) Cor. New York World.! 

There passed through this place a few even- 
irgs ago aman, woman and child, che former 
pulling a two-wheeled cart, in which was the 
little wealth they possessed and the child, u 
bright-eyed boy of tive vears. Their peculiar 
style of dress attracted general attention. The 
man stated that his name was Jacob Von Siel- 
man; that he was born in Germa- 
ny. and came to this country in the 
tall of 1875. He wore moccasins, a ragged 
corduroy suit and a cap, in which was fast- 
ened an ostrich feather. The woman, whom 
he claimed to be his wife, wore a calico suit, 
literally covered with buttons and beads. 
Sielman stated that after landing in 
New York he took what little meney 
he bad brought with him from the old 
country and went to San Francisco, where 
he worked at his trade, that of shoe-making. 
He had been there only a, few months when 
be married. After his marriage he rented a 
small room and commenced business for him- 
elf. For three years be made money quite 
rupidly, and emploved several men. During 
the summer of 1877 he invested what money 
he had saved, between $3,000 and $4,000, in a 
bouse and lot. From about this time dates 
his misfortune. His wife was taken sick, as 
also himself, with afever. Both“were con- 
fined to their beds for several weeks, and his 
business began to become neglected. A great 
deal of work was done and given out on 
time. He was still owing money on the 

roperty he had ꝓurchased, and the person 

m whom he bad bought held a mortgage. 

After several months, Sielman recovered. 
Ile then wentto his shop, and, looking over 
the books, found that neacly all the work that 
had been done —1 his continement had 
been trusted out, and on inquiry he was as- 
sured that nearly all that he had trusted he 
would lose. He was owing for stock and the 
man who beld the mortgage against bis prop- 
erty threatened to foreclose it. This greatly 
worried him, and he gave up his business, 
and was about to institute proceedings against 
those whowere owing him large amounts, 
when hewas seized with rheumatism, and 
again compelled to take to his bed. His afflic- 
tion and the fact that his creditors were con- 
stantly threatening to dispossess him seriously 
affected his mind, and rendered him almost 
helpless. During the night of November 2, 

1878. While the family was asleep, the house 
took fre. and was with the contents consumed.

Having 
no money except a small purse which the 
more charitable people had given them, they 
concluded to make the long tour on foot. They 
accordingly started on December 5, following, 
taking with them a two-wheeled cart in whi 
„ their child and a few articles of 
clothin The German stated that they bad 
been k ony! treated while on their lon 
ney; that they had had plenty to cat an 


our- 
ink, 


but with two exceptions they had slept in 
barns or by the wayside. They had been on 
the road all the time since they sta but 
they had traveled very slowly, sometimes 
camping several days in Order to rest. They 
expected to reach New York in about a fort- 
night, where they would try to earn money 
enough to purchase their passage to Germany. 


NAILURAL WONDERS IN TEXAS. 


A Curious Lake—Wells That Emit Gas 
apd Contain Sour Water. 
[Cor. Galveston News. | 


I have in my time been in many of the most 
remarkable 4. in the world, and now | 
have turned up. as I think, in that which is 
the most remarkable of all. Sour Lake isa 
circular pool of anacre or two in extent, situ- 
ated in a depression on the most elevated tract 
of lond ina wide scope of country. It rises 
above the contigunous territory as an island in 
the sea rises above the waters. Now conceive 
a depression in the center of our island, filled 
with a bubbling, boiling pond, as round asa 
well, surrounded by a dense forest, and we 
have Sour Lake and its topography. 

On the edges of the lake or pool are situat- 
ed most of the weils, five or six feet in depth, 
with plank curbing. Some of these are in a 
vigorous state of ebullition, while others have 
very little ebullition. This ebullition is noth- 
ing but currents of gas escapiog from the 
bowels of the earth. This is made apparent 
by a common experiment here. Take a com- 
mon fruit can open atone end and a small 
hole bored in the other. Immerse half of it 
in the water where the ebullition is going on. 
and then touch a lighted match to the hole. 
Instantly a brilliant flame pops up, which will 
burn unless blown out by the wind as long as 
you choose to hold the can in its position. 
There are jets of gas issuing out of the ground 
all about the pool, so that with your fruit 
cans and milk cans you may have flames with- 
outend. You may even set fire to the pools, 
or apparently do so, by applying a match to 
the surface where itis bubbling or boiling, 
but these flames speedily go out. 

Some of these welis throw up a yellowish 
and blackish oil, which collects on the surface 
and may be skimmed like cream. This smells 
very strongly of tar or naphtha, but at a little 
distance is pleasant to the nostrils. The 
water on which this substance collects tastes 
precisely like the substance smells. He who 
drinks it gets his whole body considerably in- 
fected with the smell. This substance is 
gathered bere, and the people readily buy it 
at a dollar a quart. They say it cures-sores, 
euts and burps. It is inflammable and burns 
witha great smoke. It is, I suppose, liquid 
carbon. 

Others of the wells are as sour as crab ap- 
ples, and these invariably send up a strong 
odor of sulpbur. They bubble and boil con- 
siderably, and have a whitish appearnce, as if 
pulverized chalk had been stirred up in them. 
Tbis is white sulphur. They have a slight 
taste of the fluid carbon. These are said to 
act powerfully upon the liver, and several 
have told me no case of dyspepsia could long 
withstand them. Then thereis another wel 
that is strongly impregnated with iron. Its 
waters are distinctly marked from the others 
in appearance, being exceedingly soft and 
limpid. 

Tben there is another well or pool. which, 
if what is said of it be true, is, if not the most 
remarkable, yet certainly destined to be the 
most renowned of all. They call it ‘*Youth 
and Beauty.’’ It deposits a peculiar sort of 
sediment on its bottom, which, as they say, 
has the remarkable property. of beutifying 
the skin and removing freckles. I am told 
that this deposit is so much in demand that it 
Is not always easy to keep a supply of it dur- 
iug the watering season. 

The sight here is reaily a glorious one for a 
watering place; agreat prairie to the south, 
filled with fragrance and wild flowers, and a 
gieat forest in every other direction, vene— 
trated with labyrinthine walks; oaks, maguo- 
lias, myrtles, hollies, beeches, and maples 
and gums, and vines without end. How 
casy it would beto light all this extensive 
ground into a bleze of glory at night by util- 
izing the gas that pours in torrents out of the 
evrth.

PALESTINE FOR THE JEWS. 


Mr. Lawrence Oliphant’s Project fur 


Colonizing Gideon and Moab. gy 


[From the London Post, January 2.] 


A correspondent writes to the Jewish 
Chronicle that, in conversation at Constanti- 
nople with Mr. Lawrence Oliphant,. that gen- 
tleman was kind enough to confide to him for 
publication the bitherto unpublished details 
of ascheme which he has been maturing fora 
long time past, and which has received the 
(unofiicial) approbation of Lords Beaconstield 
and Salisbury and others. There can be no 
doubt, the writer says, but that the Sultaa’s 
tirman will shortly be given to a scheme which 
can only be a source of profit to his Govern- 
ment in its great financial extremity and of 
strength to his empire at large. Mr. Oliphant, 
anxious to discover a means by which the Sul- 
tan might show that prosperity is possible un- 
der his rule, has, after mature deliberation, 
hit upon the colonization of Palestine by the 
Jews—a people composed of varied 

‘nationalities—as the only possible solu- 
tion of his problem, which would 
not offend political prejudices. ‘‘A great op- 
portunity,’’ Mr. @iphant said, is now be- 
mg afforded tothe Sultan of manifesting the 
sincerity of his desire to introduce reforms 
into one of the Asiatic provinces of his em- 


pire, which szanus in much need of it. I have 


submitted a scheme tothe Turkish Govern- 
ment forthe colonization of the fertile and 
unoccupied tract of land lying to the east of 
the Jordan, now sparsely inhabited by tribes 
ofnomad Arabs. This tract, which I my- 
self have visited and examined, consists of the 
land of Gideon and of the northern portion of 
the plains of Moab, woich formed the for mer 
heritage ef the tribes of Gad and Reuben. 
This country is far superior in productive 
capacity tothe territory on the west of the 
Jordan, the mountains of Gilead rising to a 
height of upwards of 4,000 feet above the level 
of the sea, and being heavily timbered, well 


- watered and susceptible inthe highest degree 


of agricultural development. They can 
scarcely be said to be inhabited, the plains in 
the south forming a lofty’ pla- 
teau about 2, feet above the 
Sea level, consisting of rich 
arable land, cultivated in patches by the 
Arabs; but with the exception of the tewn of 
Salb Mur there is no resident population nor 
land owners. The whole tract belongs to the 
guvernment, which, omitting only a small 
sheep tax levied on the Arabs, derives no 
revenue from it. The entire region proposed 
for colonization comprises an area of about a 
million and a half acres, which would become 
the property of an Ottoman company,through 
whose agency, in conjunction with the Turk- 
ish authorities, it should be administered. 
The advantages to the Turkish Government of 
the proposed scheme are as follows: It would 
bring inte cultivation a rich tract of country 
at present unproductive. It would be a 
retorm involving noexpense to the Porte, but, 
on the contrary, be the means of providing it 
with an immediate sum of money to be derived 
from the sale of the lands. It would prove to 
Europe that the Jews found greater facilities 
for toleration and pretectionin Turkey than 
in some Christian countries. It would in no 
way interfere with the sovereign rights of the 
Porte, as the administration would be under 
the auspices of an Ottoman Compagnie Ano- 
nyme, and the colonists would become 
Otteman subjects, while good government 
would be guaranteed to them by special regu- 
lations having the imperial sanction. It is 
proposed to constitute the district set apart 
for colonization into a separate sandjak (pro- 
vince). The emigrants would not be exclu- 
sively Jewish, but an asylum would be af- 
forded to many Moslem refugee families from 
zulgaria and Roumelia who have proved by 
the character of their farms, which they have 
been obliged to abandon, that they are excel- 
lent farm 4aborers. The fellaheen would also 
flock over to be employed from Western Pal- 
estine, where they are in a state of extreme 
poverty. Itis notintended in the first in- 
stance to utilize Jewish labor on the soil, but 
it is anticipated that out of the 200,000 Jews 
in Asiatie Turkey (to say nothing of the mil- 
lions in Europe) enough men of more or less 
capital could be found to become landlords. 


As an investment, farming in Palestine, when

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PARNELWU’S AGITATION. 


What it is Doing for the Distressed Irish 
People. 
Nom the London Times, Jan. 6. } 

We do not perceive that Mr. Parnell, in his 
speeches at New York, has made any refer- 
ence to the * ‘social war'' into which his coun- 
seis have drawn some hundreds or thousands 
of unfortunate Irish peasants. He was warn- 
ed long ago of the consequences to be expect- 
ed from the new agitation. He laid the train 
and tired the match with the complacent assur- 
ance that the explosion would not touch him. 
Nr. Parnell can not plead that he is not mor- 
ally responsible for this gomplication of the 
misfortunes of Ireland. It is not by more,or 
less doubtful inference from bis silence or his 
ambiguities, or from reckless mob outcries at 
his meetings, but by the direct interpreta-, 
tion of reiterated and explicit language, that 
this mischief has been done. We believe this 
fact will not escape the observation of Ameri- 
cans, Who have already shown so much dis- 
tuste for the political aspects of Mr. Parnell’s 
Visit that he has been compelled 
to place the appeal for aid to distress 
in the forefront of his enterprise. It is 
also significant that Mr. Parnell took care to 
state not one penny of the sums contributed 
in aid of the Land League would be used to 
equip an armed rebellion. No one ever sus- 
pected Mr. Parnell of a design to make open 
war on the British Empire with the aid of 
American contrijutions. Mr. Parnell knows 
as well as any man that, in Ireland or in Eng- 
land, the law must and will prevail, and he 
will not persuade the people of the United 
States of the contrary. It is pitiable that not 
only the ambition of successful demagogues, 
but the helpless efforts of those whom the 
successful demagogues have distanced and 
denounced, should work to multiply the 
dupes and victims. The O’Donoghue, who 
has long ago been repudiated by the Home 
Rulers, has endeavored to procure condona- 
tion for his Laodicean politics, in view of the 
3 general election, by pouring out 
a flood of mischievous rhetoric. Unhappily 
there are always some among the masses in 
Ireland who are ready to take the wildest 
talk seriously. It would not be surprising if 
the denunciation for the landlords of Kerry in 
which the member of Tralee revelled the other 
day at Killarney were. upon occasion, to beur 
fruit in disturbances like those of Consemara. 
It is not, to say the least, well calculated to 
develop the enthusiasm of the landed propri- 
etors for public Works, imposing a heavy 
charge on their estates, and undertaken sim- 
ply with a view to provide employment for 
the distressed peasantry.

Mr. Beecher on Church Collections. 
(From the New York Times.] 


Last Sunday morning there were about 
2,500 persons in Plymouth Chureh, and Mr. 
Beecher noticed thatthe net eash resuit, as 
reported by the Deacons who passed the plates, 
was only $50. At the regular weekly praver- 
meeting last evening Mr. Beeeher took oc- 
casion to mention this parsimonious manner of 
giving by his people. There is a power in 
this chureh,’’ he said, if it were organized, 
to do a hundred times as much without feel- 
ing it as we actually do. Speakingin modera- 
tion, I will say there were 2,500 people pres- 
ent last Sabbath morning. The colleetion- 
plate is passed. If the contributions should 
average over half « dollar through the 
audience—and that ought to be a small 
average—it would make $1,200. 
We oftentimes get $50, $80, $100, $200, rarely 
+500 and #600, occasionally 51.000, and some- 
times $2,000. That seems verv large, but 
when you come to take into consideration the 
number in the congregation, and calculate how 
much that would be for each individual, the 
amount is very small. 1 have great fault to 
find with the result of our collections in pro- 
portion to the size of the congregation. They 
are parsimonious! They are mean! How many 
men put in aten-cent piece who ought to be 
ashamed of themselves! I think the contri- 
bution-plate is a temptation of the devil in 
the church. When it is passed around men 
have not the courage to refuse to give, aud so 
they pull out a nickel and ease themselves off 
with it. This constant passing of the plate 
through a congregation tempts selfish men to 
be niggardly—to make believe give when they 
spare the poorest and the meanest they have. 
It is a bad thing. I dislike it exceedingly. | 
am sure the plate has been the means of edu- 
cating alwhole generation of men to be small.“ 
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The Prosperity of France. 
[From the Washington Star.] 


United States Consul-General Fairchild, in 
his dispatch to the Department of State, dat- 
ed Paris, Decemper 13, 1830, transmits a com- 
prehensive and interesting report of the trade 
and affairs of France. We copy a very few 
items: The foreign commerce of France in 
1878 amounted to 31,840, 111,063 40, an increase 
of $52,000,000 over 1877. The imports from 
the United States were $104,176,000, nearly 
double the amount of the previous year. The 
United States stands second among the nations 
trading with France—Great Britain being the 
first—in imports. In exports the United 
States is the fifth, the amount being WI, 200. 
000 in 1878; in 1877, 863. 680, 000; in 1873, 86, 
660,000. Exports from France to the United 
States are steadily decreasing, while imports 
from the United States rapidly increase. I 
shipping the figures are not so flattering. f 
the 1,210 vessels sailing to the United States 
from France, only 176 bore our flag. Trade 
in corn is ruined by bad packing. ‘The esti 
mated wine product for 1879 is given at 670. 
000,000 gallons, a decrease of over 400. 000, 0% 
gallons from the product of 1878. The pro- 
duction of silk in 1878 was thirty per cent jléss 
than in 1877, yet the trade generally was good. 
The national debt of France amounts to about 
four thousand million of dollars, nearly double 
that of the United States. More than half the 
debt of France bears but 3 per cent interest. 
The President’s salary is $120,000, @ith the 
same amount for expenses.

WONDERS UNDERGROUND. 


Magnificent Caverns Newly Discovered 
in Virginia. 
(Newmarket, Va., Cor. ofthe N. V. Herald.] 

The whole country lying between the Blue 
Ridge andthe Alleghanies in Virginia, com- 
prising the Page and Shenandoah valleys, 
which are separated by the Massanutton 
range, appears to be honeycombed with cav- 
erns. The land throughout this region is ofa 
rolling character and is mostly under cultiva- 
tion. Here and thereare to be seen houses of 
a considerable size, bnilt of brick or of wood, 
with verandas; these are the plantation houses 
of the olden time. Most ofthe other habita- 
tions outside of the villages are small one- 
storied cabins, many of them being of 
logs. But it is the underground world that 
in this region has most interest forthe visitor. 
The existence of acave is usually indicated by 
numerous depressions ofthe land, into which 
surface water runs freely in 
wet seasons and from which 
draughis of air are observed to come. Scores 
ofthese openings have been explored, but 
few of them have been found to possess any 
considerable dimensions. The Wevers, the 
Madison and Fountain Caves were the largest 
known unt. withiv a year. They were dis- 
covered about seventy-five years ago. They 
sare situated five miles from Weyers Sta— 
tion, and the Valley Branch of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, and their entrances 
are all within the compass of half a mile. The 
great Luray Cavern was discovered about one 
year ago. It is siumated in the town of Luray, 
about sixteen miles northeast of Newmarket 
Station, onthe same railroad. The circum- 
stances under which it was found were as fol- 
lows: A traveling photographer visited 
the place, and, becoming interested in 
the subject of caves, commenced mak- 
ing investigations. Soon he was _ joined 
by two residents of Luray who had made some 
explorations, and the three made a systematic 
examination of the whole region. One day, 
in an open field, within a short distance of 
several houses, they removed some loose 
stones atthe bottom of a little hollow and 
found a passage, large enough toadmit a man, 
leading vertically into the ground. one of the 
three was lowered by a rope, while the others 
remained outside. Inthe meantime a party 
of boys had come to the spot. When the man 
came up be wus paie with emotion, so grand 
was the subterranean world of which he had 
hadaglimpse while below, but seeing the 
boys and determined to keep his discovery a 
secret with his own party forthe time being, 
he declared that another failure had been 
made. The three managed to get money 
enough together to purchase the tield, and the 
value of the discovery was not made known to 
the public until the deeds had been passed and 
posse:sion of the property secured. 

NEWLY DISCOVERED WONDERS. 

About six miles southeast from Newmar- 
ket Station, in the foothills of the Massanut- 
ton range and on the land of Mr. Reuben 
Zirkle, a farmer of independent means, indi- 
cations ofa cavern have been noticed for 
years. A few weeks ago Mr. Zirkle and one 
ortwo members ‘of his family were strolling 
about the place, and, removing a few stones 
that they thought might cover an aperture, 
revealed a jagged opening descending almost 
perpendicularly. Uaving procured lizats, 
they descended, and at the depth of thirty 
feet found themselves in a roomy chamber. 
Exploration has been vigorously prosecuted 
by Mr. Zirkle and his two sons, J. C and A. 
E., and they have up to this date penetrated 
to the distance ofnearly a mile in a direct 
line. The descentinto the first chamber is 
now made easy by means of a wooden stair- 
way. This apartment is about 100 feet in 
length, and its ceiling, which is 12 to 15 feet 
high. is studded with pure white stalactites of 
mammary or beet-shaped form. A _ side- 
room, 15 feet wide and high, with a smoothlyv 
arched ceiling, extends from this for a eon- 
siderable distance. Proceeding through a 
long. passage varying from 3 to 4 feet in 
width and from 5 to 7 in height, and crossing 
at right angles along, low vallery „ then going 
through a larger passage and making a sharp 
turn, the second hall is reached. 
This is 25 feet wide, 200 feet long and from 2 
to 50 fect high, with smooth walls. Steppiay 
then to a much lower level, a room is entered 
whicn is of a very irregular form and cum- 
bered with enormous blocks of rock which 
have fallen from the roof. Iu the ceiling is a 
wide fissure extending upward out of sight. 
On leaving this scene of chaos the course is to 
a level 50 feet higher through an intricate 
system of chambers, the largest 40 by Gv feet 
and 15 feet high. Descending from thence 
over a succession of shallow basins whieh in 
rainy seasons are filled with water, you come 
first to a hall 100 feet in length, with a smooth 
vaulted ceiling, and from this pass into a 
grand chamber 500 feet long, 50 feet wide and 
30 feet high, with a floor covered with angu- 
lar masses of stone. An apartment following 
this is about 40 feet hivh, 300 feet long and 40 
feet wide, and this is succeeded by a room 
100x50 feet and 15 feet high. From this a 
beautiful arched passage leads te a chamber 
HhOxh0 feet and 30 feet high, in which one of 
the wonders of the cave iste be scen. The 
floor is divided by an immense fissure which 
extends in a semi-circular form to the next 
apartment. A stairway has been constructed 
to the bottom of the fissure, fifty or sixty feet 
below, where is formed a stream ot pellucid 
water five or six feet in width. 

THE DIAMOND ROOM. 

The next“ chamber, called the diamond 
room,“ because of the brilliancy of the in- 
crustations on its walls, is 225 feet long, 50 feet 
wide and 40 or 50 feet high, witha level ceil- 
ing, and following this is a magnificent hall, 
400 by 100 feet, and from 30 to 40 feet in 
height. At one end of this apartment is a pit 
15 or 20 feet in length and depth. This is the 
farthest point to which «a path has been 
opened and any one can comfortably go. With 
great difficulty a person can creep over a 
steep and slippery surface between the pit and 
one of the walls, and then by crowding him- 
belt through a small opening and reach an- 
other interesting feature of the cavern. This 
is a gallery formed in a perfect circle, 300 or 400 
feet in circumference, witha floor as level as 
that of a ballroom and a ceiling 6 or 8 feet 
high, arcbed with the utmost accuracy. Ata 
point nearly opposite the entrance are two 
wells, with perpendicular walls, leading to a 
lower level, and here exploration in this direc- 
tion has stopped. From the bottom of the pit 
before mentioned ararrow crevice leads toa 
series of low chambers 100 feet below the gal- 
lery, Which bave not yet been investigated. 
The formations in this cave comprise all of 
those which are common tothe other caves of 
Vieginia. The resemblances to statuary are 
numerous. In one of the chambers is a stalac- 
tite, brown in color, witha flgure in pure 
white of the exact form of a mouse upon it. 
The characteristic feature is the presence of a 
vast quantity of Une, perfectly limpid crystals, 
covering large sectious of the Walls and floor. 

DIVFICULTIES OF EXPLORATION. 
Persons Who come from a distance to view 
these subterranean wonders are often em- 
phaticin their denunciations of the seemin 
Want of enterprise exhibited by the owners 
caves. But listlessness is not always the ob- 


staciefthat stands in the way of exploration. 
In the first place a proprietor is not very de- 
sirous of opening à passage beyond the limits 
of his own possessions, Jest his discoveries 
should simply mureto the benefit of others. 
Then it must be borne in mind that the work 
of discovery is often carried on, not by the 
owner in person, whose interest it might be 
to have his underground domain extended as 
far as possible, but by the personor persons 
who are afterward to act as guides to visitors, 
and who naturally, do not care to have the cir- 
cuit that they must travel hundreds of times 
made unnecesearily long. Again, it must be 
remembered that the exploration ofa cave in- 
volves much discomfort and often requires 
some nerve. From the main chambers of the 
Virginia caverns side passages are seen to di- 
verge in every direction. Sometimes the pas- 
sage from one ortion of the cavern 
to anether will be through an apartment of 
great superficial area, but with a roof so low 
that one cannot even craw! through on his 
bands and knees, but must wriggle along for 
bundreds of feet before he comes to a cham- 
ber with a roof sufficiently high to allow him 
to stand erect. Again, it may be that he has 
to descend into a dark pit fifty or one hundred 
feet by a rope, or it may be intoa narrow tis- 
sure by pressing his knees and elbows against 
the irregular walls, and when be has reached 
the bottom he will perhaps find thathe has in 
this unusual way entered a vast and magnificent 
hall. It is not without a sense of peril that 
now and then he finds himself treading upon 
a floor ot earthy formation, so hollow and so 
thin that at everystep it resounds like a 
d rum and threatens to precipitate him to un- 
known depths. Some of the passages are 80 
narrow and crooked that itis only with the 
utmost difficulty that he can pull himself 
through, and the only way of returning is by 
backing out. Finally, after ofrcoming no 
end of obstacles, one may find himself over- 
looking an abyss so deep and so dark as to be 
almost appalling. It is onething to walk 
through a cavern which has been furnished 
with guard ropes and flights of steps at every 
dangerous point, and whose well worn paths 
indicate that many have safely traveled it be- 
fore, but quite another thing to grope one’s 
way thousands of feet through dark and 
jagged chasms, where no human foot has ever 
trod, and where every step is surrounded with 
uncertainty. As the floor in most places is of 
rock, which will not show footsteps, the ex- 
plorer carries with him either a ball of twine, 
which be pays out as he advances, or bits of 
paper, which he drops as he goes, so that he 
may—in case he loses his way, either return 
to the main passage, or indicate his course to 
others. Thelights used in thase Virginia 
caves are parafine candles, laced two or 
three together in a tin shield resembling 
those used for footlights at a theater. 
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THE HORRORS OF HYDRO PHORBIA. 


A Man in Delaware Dies After Forty 
Days of Anxiety. 
| Delaware City (Del.) Cor. Cin. Commercial. } 

Just forty-four nt be ago Richard G. Alexan- 

der, a most estimable young man ot this town, 
was bitten by a dog which was supposed to 
have been mad. Doubts were entertained that 
he was rabid,and they were contirmed to some 
extent by the fact that only one ofa score of 
dogs known to have been bitten by him ina 
career of ten miles has shownany rabid symp- 
toms, and by a post mortem of thatanimal the 
doctors thought they could trace his death to 
,0isoning by fish berries. Alexander has 
vorne the trying circumstances of possible 
death from hydrophobia with wonderful 
nerve. At no time up to the day of his seizure 
by unmistakable symptoms has he doubted 
that he would escape, but to-night he is in 
the last agoaies from the dreadful disease. 

Five days ago he complained of feeling 
unwell, but attributed his condition to tor- 

liver, and took medicines 
accordingly. He complained of 
pains in the back and of palpitation of the 
heart, but never suggested the poison which 
was working in his blood as the cause. Yes- 
terday morning, when he attempted to wash 
on arising, he felt an aversion to touching the 
water. Heremarked thisto his wife, who 
soothingly said it was probably because the 
water wus cold, and that she would bring him 
some warm water. This brought, Alexander 
was still unable to dip his hands intoit, and 
at the breakfast table could not drink his cof- 
fee, although he contrived to mike a fair meal 
otherwise. He still resolutely refused to be- 
lieve bimself ill, or consent to have « doctor. 
Hiis wife, however, summoned Dr. Mitchell. 
On seeing the physician the patient seemed 
very much annoyed. It is nothing worth 
troubling about. The only trouble is that I 
want to sneeze all the time and I can’t do it,“ 
he said. This the doctor took for a very un- 
favorable symptom, inasmuch as the fangs of 
the dog ore the cartilage of his nose, and it 
is a Well-known factin the history of such 
cases thatthe firstsign of the malady is a 
morbib sensation in the wounded spot. 

Strong anodynes of morpbia, bromide of 
potash and chioral were presented, but the 
patient was unable to swallow them. The 
sight of liquid caused aspasm that he could 
not repress, but by blindfolding him he was 
enabled to swallow half a dose, and three or 
four small potions were so administered. 
Towards evening the first convulsion super- 
vened. It was very violent. and was accom- 
panied by snapping of his jaws and frothing 
atthe mouth. When he recovered from this 
attack he beeged piteeusly to be put out of his 
misery, and warned those near him to keep 
away lest he should bite them. Meanwhile. 
Dociors Dunlapand Belleville had been called 
in consultation, and bad been unanimous that 
the disease was hydrophobia. Dr. John J. 
Black, of Newcastle, one of the first physi- 
cians inthe State, was also summoned, and 
concurred in the opinion. Chloroform was 
resorted to, and the patient was kept 
under its influence as much us 
possible. The spasms became fre- 
quent and terribly violent this morning, 
and it was foun necessary to tie him 
for the firsttime. Even, yet, between his 
spasms, he imploreda speedier death, and 
spoke comforting words to his relatives who 
surrounded his bedside. Woorara, the war 
arrow poison of South American Indians, was 
tried asthe last remedy. A quarter of a 
grain injected under the skin produced happy 
results at first. It was administered every 
balf hour, until it was found to aggravate 
ruther than alleviate his symptoms. Since 
then chloroform bas been relied on, and at this 
writing it is hoped that his agonies will soon 
be over. The event has thrown a gloom over 
the entire community. Business has been 
suspended to-day, and the only conversation 
has been expressions of wonder at the forti- 
tude with which he bore his terrible condi- 
tion, and sympathyfor his wife and 
their young children. His brother, between 
whom and himself che warmest affection ex- 
isted, is prostrated with grief. 


Tattooed Reyalty.

After his 
demise it Was assessed’ to his @xecutors, but 
they claimed that the transfer of responsibility 
to them was illegal, and they announced that 
they would take legal proceedings in order to 
secure exemption from the tax, Which, based 
on the Valuation of the property, amounted 
to $79,751 75. They have, bowever, id 
this sum atthe cax office, together with in- 
terest on the same, amounting to $19,434 82, 
making a total of $00,186 57. 


UP VESUVIUS BY STEAM. 


A Winter Letter From Naples—A Rall- 
road Climbing a Volcano. 
[Naples Cor. New York Sun.] 

The thermometer, which so far has seldom 
marked less than 12 degrees centigrade/ an 
more generally 15, fell this noon to 3; while 
the whole panorama of the bay was hidden in 
a wintry mist. Mount Vesuvius has put on a 
beautiful white garment, in which it has 

ade a fine appearance under a beautiful 
Blue sky, here and there spotted by clouds of 
variegated shapes. The pieture is a singu- 
larly splendid one, and looking further east, 
along the scraggy topsof the mountains of 
Castellamare and Sorrento, also coygred with 
snow, our scenery has, for the ti being, a 
Swiss aspect. To-morrow these 
effects of winter will have 
vanished, because the barometer is rising, and 
it is therefore almost certain that on the com- 
ing morn Phebus will reappear in all his 
glow, and ofa certainty we shall be glad to 
salute bim. I kuow one man who would un- 
besitatingly bergain, at generous terms, for 
a regular supply of sunshine, and so would 
the men whom he keeps at work on Vesuvius 
in finishing bis big job. That man is Mr. 
Oblight, the contractor for the Vesuvian Rail- 
road, which will soon bean acvomplished 
fact. 

In order to beable to reply to various in- 
quiries willch have recently come to hand 
from friends in England and the United 
States, I solicited of Mr. Obligut the favor of 
same details, and he at once requested Signor 
Dall’ Ougaro, director of the works, to fur- 
nich me the pews. Weather permitting, the 
work will be finished some time in January. 
But the probabilities are that the road-will 
not be opened to the public before the end of 
February, because the fogs and snow storms 
at this season cause frequent interruptions. 

The mechanical conveyance which is toserve 
for hoisting tourists from the base to the top of 
the cone is a car drawn by two very solid 
wire cables. These, being put in motion 

by a steam engine stationed atthe beginning 
of the inclined plane, will raise one car while 
the other comes down. Each car is to have 
six wheels, rolling on three rails, at any point 
of which the cars can be stopped firmly, and tt is 
materially impossible for the car to get off the 
track. In fine, the construction presents every 
guarantee of solidity end safety. This system 
of locomotion 1s adopted only for the steep 
portion of the mountain, and the total length 
of the railroad will be about #90 meters. This 
distance will be covered in seven minutes, in 
tbe easiest and most enjoyable manner, and it 
is to be hoped, for the sake of future visitors, 
that this mode of making the ascent will su- 
persede the stick and rope-pulling and band- 
pushing or portantine systems hitherto in use 
by the edt monopolizers of Vesuvius, the 
ascent of which has been the hardest bit of 
ordinary sightseeing in all Italy. To reach 
the station at the foot of the cone, the con- 
pany bas extended thither the carriage 
road, a distance of 3,137 metres, and certain- 
ly this is a splendid piece of road, cut through 
the masses of lava left by former eruptions. 
The question is now, how long will this road 
remain clear? Improvements are, of course, 
being made all along the old road as far as the 
observatory. The company intend to establish 
a special service of carriages between Naples 
and the Vesuvian terminus, issuing return 
tickets also in connection with the tramway to 
Resiva (Herculaneum), and with the railway 
trains of the Pompeii line. The point for the 
station of the company’s conveyanves laaving 
Naples is not yet chosen. Another station will 
be established at Resina. Visitors will, how- 
ever. have full liberty to reach the cone 
by any other means they may choose, and, if 
moved by a peculiar spirit of independence, 
they may still sweat out their energy in toiling 
up the old pathway, and bring back bad colds 
tocure. Withthe aid of steam, the so-called 
Vesuvian fever, and plenty of Naples and Ro- 
man fever, too, will be done away with. 

Those who make the trip from Naples and 
back under the company’s arrangement will 
be pertectly free from the annoyances hither- 
to experienced by every one who has ventur- 
ed to make the ascent, for they will have to 
deal only with the company’s servants, and 
thus will no longer be exposed to contend 
with the rapacious though harmless rascals 
who call themselves guides. The fares are not 
yet established, but it is certain that the cost 
of future trips to the top of Vesuvius will be 
less than half the ordinary expense. A day 
and a night service will be arranged, but the 
number of trains will be fixed according to 
circumstances. Doubtless a certain regular— 
ity in starting will be established, to insure 
order. The departure ofthe vehicles from 
Naples will probably take place every hour, 
andthe distance, as far as the ascending 
point, will be done in about two and a half 
hours. 

Thus it will be possible to make the excur- 
sion easily in about five hours, taking ample 

time to observe the phenomena of the volcano 
and to contemplate the enchanting panorama 
ofwhich Vesuvius itself is the center piece. 
People who visit this city on too limited time 
will be able totake ordinary health rules into 
consideration, and, by being more careful, 
will be saved the injustice of accusing the 
State of the city for phvsical disorders of 
which their own thoughtlessness is the true 
Cause. 


A LONG TRAMP. 
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Across the Continent With a Family 
Haud-Cart. 
[Milford (Pa.) Cor. New York World.! 


There passed through this place a few even- 
irgs ago aman, woman and child, che former 
pulling a two-wheeled cart, in which was the 
little wealth they possessed and the child, u 
bright-eyed boy of five vears.

After his marriage he renteda 
small room and commenced business for him- 
self. For three years be made money quite 
rupidly, and emploved several men.

This greatly 
worried him, and he gave up his business, 
und was about to institute proceedings against 
those who were owing him large amounts 
when hewas seized with rheumatism, anc 
again compelled to take to his bed. His afflic- 
tion and the fact that his creditors were con- 
stantly threatening to dispossess him seriously 
affected his mind, and rendered him almost 
helpless.

NAILURAL WONDERS IN TEXAS. 


A Curious Lake—Wells That Emit Gas 
und Contain Sour Water. 
[Cor. Galveston News. | 


I have in my time been in many of the most 
remarkable places in the world, and now [ 
have turned up. as I think, in that which is 
the most remarkable of all. Sour Lake isa 
circular pool of anacre or two in extent, situ- 
ated in a depression on the most elevated tract 
of land ina wide scope of country. It rises 
above the contigunous territory as an island in 
the sea rises above the waters. Now conceive 
a depressionin the center of our island, filled 
with a bubbling, boiling pond, as round asa 
well. surrounded by «1 dense forest, and we 
have Sour Lake and its topography. 

On the edges of the lake or pool are situat- 
ed most of the weils, five or six feet in depth, 
with plank curbing. Some ofthese are in a 
vigorous state of ebullition, while others have 
very little ebullition. This ebullition 1s noth- 
ing but currents of gas escaping from the 
bowels of the earth. This is made apparent 
by a common experiment here. ‘Take a com- 
mon fruit can open atone end and a small 
hole bored in the other. Immerse half of it 
in the water where the ebullition is going on. 
and then touch a lighted match to the hole. 
Instantly a brilliant flame pops up, which will 
burn unless blown out by the wind as long as 
you choose to hold the can in its position. 
There are jets of gas issuing out of the ground 
all about the pool, so that with your fruit 
cans and milk cans you may have flames with- 
outend. You may even set fire to the pools, 
or apparently do so, by applying a match 10 
the surface where itis bubbling or boiling, 
but these flames speedily go out. 

Some of these welis throw up a yellowish 
and blackish oil, which collects on the surface 
and may be skimmed like cream. This smells 
very strongly of tar or naphtha, but at a little 
distance is pleasant to the nostrils. The 
water on which this substance collects tastes 
precisely like the substance smells. He who 
drinks it gets his whole body considerably in- 
fected with the smell. This substance is 
guthered here, and the people readily buy it 
at a dollar a quart. They say it cures sores, 
cuts and burps. It is inflammable and burns 
with a great smoke. It is, 1 suppose, liquid 
carbon. 

Others of the wells are as sour as crab ap- 
ples, and these invariably send up a strong 
odor of sulphur. They bubble and boil con- 
siderably, and have a whitish appearnce, as if 
pulverized chalk had been stirred up in them. 
Ibis is white sulphur. They have a slight 
taste of the fluid carbon. These are said to 
act powerfully upon the liver, and several 
have told me no case of dyspepsia could long 
withstand them. Then thereis another well 
that is strongly impregnated with iron. Its 
waters are distinctly marked from the others 
in appearance, being exceedingly soft and 
limpid. 

Then there is another well or pool. which, 
if what is said of it be true, is, if not the most 
remarkable, yet certainly destined to be the 
most renowned of all. They call it ‘*Youth 
and Beauty.’’ It deposits a peculiar sort of 
sediment on its bottom, which, as they say, 
has the remarkable property of beutifying 
the skin and removing freckles. I am told 
that this deposit is so much in demand that it 
Is not always easy to keep a supply of it dur- 
ing the watering season. 

The sight here is reaily a glorious one for a 
watering place; a great prairie to the south, 
filled with fragrance and wild flowers, and a 
gieat forest in every other direction, pene- 
trated with labyrinthine walks; oaks, magfo- 
lias, myrties, hollies, beeches, and maples 
and gums, and vines without end. How 
easy it would beto light all this extensive 

ground into a bleze of glory at night by util- 
izing the gus that pours in torrents out of the 
evrth.

PALESTINE FOR THE JEWS. 


Mr. Lawrence Oliphant’s Project fur 
Colonizing Gideon and Moab. 
[From the London Post, January 2.] 


A correspondent writes to the Jewish 
Chronicle that, in conversation at Constanti- 
nople with Mr. Lawrence Oliphant,. that gen- 
tleman was kind enough to contide to him for 
publication the hitherto unpublished details 
of ascheme which he has been maturing fora 
long time past, and which has received the 
(unoflicial) approbation of Lords Beaconsfield 
and Salisbury and others. There can be no 
doubt, the writer says, but that the Sultaa’s 
tirman will shortly be given tu a scheme which 
can only be a source of profit to his Govern- 
ment in its great financial extremity and of 
strength to his empire at large. Mr. Oliphant, 
anxious to discover a means by which the Sul- 
tan might show that prosperity is possible un- 
der his rule, has, after mature deliberation, 
hit upon the colonization of Palestine by the 
Jews—a people composed of v 

‘nationalities—as the only possible solu- 
tion of his problem, which would 
not offend political prejudices. ‘‘A great op- 
portunity,’’ Mr. @ipbant said, is now be- 
mg afforded tothe Sultan of manifesting the 
sincerity of his desire to introduce reforms 
inte one of the Asiatic provinces of his em- 
pire, which szanus in much need of it. I have 
submitted a scheme tothe Turkish Govern- 
ment forthe colonization of the fertile and 
unoccupied tract of land lying to the east of 
the Jordan, now sparsely inhabited by tribes 
of nomad Arabs. This tract, which I my- 
self have visited and examined, consists of the 
land of Gideon and of the northern portion of 
tne plains of Moab, wnich formed the for mer 
heritage ef the tribes of Gad and Reuben. 
This country is far superior in productive 


capacity tothe territory on the west of the 


Jordan, the mountains of Gilead rising to a 
height of upwards of 4,000 feet above the level 
of the sea, and being heavily timbered, well 
watered and susceptible inthe highest degree 
of agricultural development. They can 
scarcely be said to be inhabited, the plains in 

south forming a lofty pla- 

about 2,500 feet above the 

level, consisting of rich 
arable land, cultivated in patches by the 
Arabs; but with the exception of the tewn of 
Salb Mur there is no resident population nor 
land owners. The whole tract belongs to the 
government, which, omitting only a small 
sheep tax levied on the Arabs, derives no 
revenue from it. The entire region proposed 
for colonization comprises an area of about a 
million and a half acres, which would become 
the property of an Ottoman company,through 
whose agency, inconjunction with the Turk- 
ish authorities, it should be administered. 
The advantages to the Turkish Government of 
the proposed scheme are as follows: It would 
bring inte cultivation a rich tract of country 
at present unproductive. It would be a 
reform involving no expense to the Porte, but, 
on the contrary, be the means of providing it 
with an immediate sum of money to be derived 
from the sale of the lands. It would prove to 
Eorope that the Jews found greater facilities 
for toleration and protection in Turkey than 
in some Christian countries. It would in no 
way interfere with the sovereign rights of the 
Lorte, as the administration would be under 
the auspices of an Ottoman Compagnie Ano- 
nyme, and the colonists would become 
Ottoman subjects, while good government 
would be guaranteed to them by speeial regu- 
lations having the imperial sanction. It is 
proposed to constitute the district set apart 
for colonization into a separate sandjak (pro- 
vinee). The emigrants would not be exclu- 
sively Jewish, but an asylum would be af- 
forded tomany Moslem refugee families from 
Bulgaria and Roumelia who have proved by 
the character of their farms, which they have 
been obliged to abandon, that they are excel- 
lent farm aborers. The fellaheen would also 
flock over to be employed from Western Pal- 
estine, where they are in a state of extreme 
poverty. It is not intended in the first in- 
stance to utilize Jewish labor on the soil, but 
it is anticipated that out of the 200,000 Jews 
in Asiatic Turkey (to say nothing of the mil- 
lions in Europe) enough men of more or less 
landlords.

What it is Doing for the Distressed Irish 
People.

We do not perceive that Mr. Parnell, in his 
speeches at New York, has made any refer- 
ence to the ‘ ‘social war’’ into which his coun- 
seis have drawn some hundreds or thousands 
of unfortunate Irish peasants. He was warn- 
ed long ago of the consequences to be expect- 
ed from the new agitation. He laid the train 
and tired the match with the complacent assur- 
unce that the explosion would not touch him. 
Nr. Parnell can not plead that he is not mor- 
ally responsible for this complication of the 
misfortunes of Ireland. It is not by more, or 
less doubtful inference from nis silence or his 
ambiguities, or from reckless mob outeries at 
his meetings, but by the direct interpreta-, 
tion of reiterated and explicit language, that 
this mischief has been done. We believe this 
fact will not escape the observation of Ameri- 
cuns, Who have already shown so much dis- 
tuste for the political aspects of Mr. Parnell’s 
visit that he has been compelled 
to place the appeal for aid to distress 
in the forefront of his enterprise. It is 
also significant that Mr. Parnell took care to 
state not one penny of the sums contributed 
in aid of the Land League would be used to 
equip an armed rebellion. No one ever sus- 
pected Mr. Parnell of a design to make open 
war onthe British Empire with the aid of 
American contributions. Mr. Parnell knows 
as well as any man that, in Ireland orin Eng- 
land, the law must and will prevail, and he 
will not persuade the people of the United 
States of the contrary.

Christ, Chureb is considerably over a century 
old; itisthe chureh in which Washington 
and his family worshiped—in which as a ves- 
tryman he occasionally read the service to the 
congregation, and in which his pew still re- 
muins the same size and form as when occu- 
pied by him. It is unlike any other church 
in the Statt or country, and is, so to speak, 
the property of the whole country, and 
should be so looked upon and should sus- 
tained by all as the link more nearly binding 
the past and present than any other building 
in the country, and it should kept in re- 
pair and good preservation. The above facts 
present an appeal for aid in paying off the 
debt of the church which we think irresisti- 
ble, and we trust will be liberally responded 
to.

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Mr. Beecher on Church Collections.

Last Sunday morning there were about 
2.500 persons in Plymouth Chureh, and Mr. 
Beecher noticed that the net cash result, as 
reported by the Deacons who passed the plates, 
wus only $50. At the regular weekly praver- 
meeting last evening Mr. Beecher took oc- 
casion to mention this parsimonious manner of 
giving by his people. There is a power in 
this church,“ he said, if it were organized, 
to do a hundred times as much without feel- 
ing it as we actually do. Speaking in modera- 
tion, I will say there were 2,500 people pres- 
ent last Sabbath morning. The collection- 
plate is passed. If the contributions should 
average over half a dollar through the 
audience—and that ought to be a small 
average—it would make $1,200. 
We 2 get 8 50, $80, 5100, $200, rarely 
F500 and +600, occasionally 51.000, and some- 
times $2,000. That seems verv large, bitv 
when you come to take into consideration the 
number in the congregation, and calculate how 
much that would be for each individual, the 
amount is very small. Il have great fault to 
find with the result of out collections in pro- 
portion to the size of the e regation. Thev 
ure parsimonious! They: ean! llow many 
men put in aten-cent piece who ought to be 
ashamed of themselves! I think the contri- 
bution-plate is a temptation of the devil in 
the church. When it is passed around men 
have not the courage to refuse to give, and so 
they pull out a nickel and ease themselves off 
with it. This constant passing of the plate 
through a congregation tempts selfish men to 
be niggardly—to make believe give when they 
spare the poorest and the meanest they have. 
It is a bad thing. I dislike it exceedingly. | 
am sure the plate has been the means of edt- 
cating afwhole generation of men to be small.”

The Prosperity of France. 
[From the Washington Star.! 

United States Consul-General Fairchild, in 
his dispatch to the Department of State, dat- 
ed Paris, Decemper 13, 1839, transmits a com- 
prehensive and interesting report of the trade 
and affairs of France. We copy a very few 
items: The foreign commerce of France in 
1878 amounted to 31,840, 111,063 40, an increase 
of $52,000,000 over 1877. The imports from 
the United States were $104,176,000, nearly 
double the amount of the previous year. The 


United States stands second among the nations 


trading with France—Great Britain being the 
first—in imports. In exports the United 
Stutes is the fiftb, the amount being 91,200, 
000 in 1878; in 1877, 863. 680, 000; in 1873, $74,- 
660,000. Exports from France tothe United 
States are steadily decreasing, while imports 
from the United States rapidly increase. In 
shipping the figures are not so flattering. Of 
the 1,210 vessels sailing to the United States 
from France, only 176 bore our flag. Trade 
in corn is ruined by bad packing. ‘The esti- 
mated wineproduct for 1879 is given at 670. 
000,000 gallons, a decrease of over 400. 000, % 
gallons from the product of 1878. The pro- 
duction of silk in 1878 was thirty per cent jless 
than in 1877, yet the trade generally was good. 
The national debt of France amounts to about 
four thousand million of dollars, nearly double 
that of the United States. More than half the 
debt of France bears but 3 per cent interest. 
The President's salary is $120,000, Sith the 
same amount for expenses.

There are in London now two Javanese 
Princes, the first children of **the magie land“ 
who hawe ever visited England publicly 4 
representatives of the wealth and resources 
of their country. To those who Have been 
led away bythe charming description of the 
Javanese Prince in Eugene Sue’s romance of 
the *‘Juif Errant,’’ much disappointment 
has been conveyed by the appearance of Prince 
Gondosiwayo and his son. Sue’s 22 Prince 
is represented as being as delicate in limb and 
features asa Greek statue, lithe and supple 
asa young tiger, graceful and swift of fvot 
as the antelope. The Javanese princes 
in London, on the contrary, are of middle 
height, inclined to be stout, their complex- 
ions of the dark yellow of the Malay race, and 
their hair, blue-black and rather oily, hang* 
straight down each side of the face. Their 
costume is rich and highly ornamented, with- 
out any of the gaudiness of contrasting colors 
so loved of the“ Hindoos; and in general their 
whole aspect conveys an impression of more 
serious aims and views of life than does that 
of any other Oriental race.

A GOOD CAUSE TO FIGHT IN. 

According to announcement made last 
week the State Insurance Superintendent, 
acting on behalf of and for the beneiit of 
the Life Insurance companies, has declared 
war against the various co- operative benev- 
olent societies of the State, and has taken 
steps to suppress the only honest and com- 
mon-sense organizations that have ever 
been established in the United States for 
the purpose of enabling heads of families to 
make provfsion for those dependent on 
them when death removes the bread-win- 
ner. The whole system of life insurance, 
as carried on by companies, is a delusion. 
In the worst class this degenerates into 
downright robbery, of which we have had 
some glaring instances in this State. The

loaded down by 
agents and sub- agents 
of $10,000 a year and 
presidents, treasurers, secretaries and ac- 
tuaries, and a host of subordinate employes 
at lower prices, that the cost of insurance 
is put at four times its value. The man 
who is practicing self-denial to scrape to- 
gether (perhaps from a scanty salary) sut- 
ficient to pay the premium on his policy is 
really paying one dollar for life insurance 
and three dollars tothe host of parasites 
who are, like leeches, sucking the life- 
blood of the system. 

The only remedy for this shameful state 
of things lies in the co-operative principle, 
which sweeps away all the cumbrous and 
costly machinery and reduces the matter to 
the simple fact of mutual benevolence, 
which is merely a pledge taken by a num- 
ber of citizens, combined for the purpose, 
that in the event of the death of one 
member all the others will contribute a 
specified sum for the widow, orphans and 
family of the deceased. The 
law of the State of Mfssouri 
provides that ‘“‘such association may 
provide means wherewith to aid its sick 
and disabled members or relieve 
and aid the families, widows, orphans or 
other dependents of its members who may 
die, without being thereby subjected to the 
operation of the general statutes of this 
State relating to life insurance.“ 

This is plain language and should be suf- 
ficient to protect such associations from 
the attacks of the life insurance com- 
panies, even when made through the 
medium of a State officer, who, of course, 
may be acting from the purest motives, but 
whose salary and position depend on 


very 


maintaining and supporting the insurance 


: 


system. If the law, as above quoted, is 
not plain enough in its language, or if it 
is rendered contradictory or indefinite by 
any other clause, then it becomes the duty 
of the members of the co-operative socie- 
ties to bring such pressure to bear on the 
Legislature at its next session that all 
ambiguity may be removed and 
the right be confirmed to them 
to emancipate themselves from the 
clutches of the insurance vampire which 
has been feeding on their vitals and to per- 
form the duty they owe to all dependent on 
them in a busfnesslike and sensible man- 
ner. In union is strength. If the benevoj 
lent societies of the State will stand shoul- 
der to shoulder they can defy the efforts 
now about to be made to whip them back 
into the power of the insurance companies. 
Let them carry thismatter to the polls at 
the next election and vote for no candidate 
who will not pledge himself toaid their 
cause ifit becomes necessary to invoke 
legislative interference. 


AN announcement comes from far-off 
Egypt, through the State Department, which 
is likely to interest ‘‘brethren of the mystic 
tie“ the world over. Lieut. Gorringe, of 
the navy, who is engaged in taking down 
and shipping to this country one of the Al- 
exandrian obelisks known as Cleopatra’s 
Needle, says that in the pedestal, which 
corresponds to the modern corner-stone, he 
found a number of Masonic emblems. 
Drawings of them have been forwarded to 
New York, and, in due time, the emblems 
themselves will be sent on. The inscrip- 
tion engraved in Greek and Latin on the 
bronze supports of this obelisk deelares it 
to have been erected at Alexandria in the 
eighth year of Augustus by the architect 
Pontius, under Barbarus, Prefect of Egypt, 
or twenty-three years before the birth, of 
Christ. The testimonial which is furnished 
by these long-immured emblems to the an- 
tiquity of Freemasonry will gratify mem- 
bers of the order beyond measure; for, 
although there has never been a lack of 
tradition to support the claims of Masonry 
as the oldest of human institutions now in 
vogue, there has always been a need of ac- 
curate and minute data. he New York 
World says: 


THE history of ‘‘speculative Masonry’’ is 


comparatively brief and abundant materials 
for the study of it are accessible. The history 
of ‘‘operative Masonrv, on the other land, is 
ofan antiquity vet unmeasured and materials 
forthe study of it are scarcely to be had. The 
guild of Free and Accepted Masons has cone 
down to us as an organized hierarchy, at 
least, from the first half of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, andthe annals of the guild from that 
time to our owncarry on a chain of wnat is 
much better than traditional evidence. From 
the time of ‘‘Hiram of Tyre, however, to 
the beginning of the thirteenth centuryis a 
much wider gap than from the thirteenth cen- 
tury to our own time,and thus far we have had 
nothing better than tradition wherewithal to 
bridge it. 


If these emblems found by Gorringe in 
the base of the Alexandrian obelisk should 
be identified by modern students as genu- 
ine memorials of the men of Freemasonry 
who lived and wrought before the Christian 
era, the boasted antique glory and honor of 


the great order will be established beyond 


cavil. 


Tue decision of the partisan Supreme 
Court in Maine virtually puts an end to the 
Garcelon farce. Weare not surprised to 
hear that the Fusionists are anxious to slip 
out of their scrape with as much grace as 
they can command. The next time the 
Democrats and Greenbackers combine in any 
State to dose the Republicans with their 
own medicine, they will see to it that the 
courts are on their side.

VOLUMES have been written about the 
reverberations of crime and the coincidences 
of accidents. It is quite natural that pecu- 
liarly atrocious crimes should be followed up 
by others of marked similarity because things 
which are horrible naturally impress vicious 
and weak minds and develop latent instincts 
for evil, but all close newspaper readers have 
been puzzled to note the singular fidelity with 
which catastrophes are duplicated throughout 
the world. A steamboat explosion is gener- 
ally followed by two or more accidents of the 
same kind. Fires sweep like epidemics. A 
train of cars falls through a bridgein Scot- 
land and straightway a train of cars tumbles 
through a drawbridge in this country, thougn 
nothing of the kind had been heard of for 
a year or more. A very striking instance 
going to establish the theory of coincidences 
was furnished last week. On Wednesday last 
William White, the pilot of a Fulton ferrv- 
boat plying between Brooklyn and New York, 
died in the pilot-house. On Saturday last 
James McDonough, pilot of th® steamer 
Carrier, fell dead of heart disease while stand- 
ing at the wheel. the boat at the time being in 
the act of crossing from St. Louis to the East 
St. Louis landing. Who will undertake after 
this to say that there is nothing in the theory 
of the reverberations of accidents? 


IT is extremely fortunate, indeed, that Mr.

Unlike 
most Shakspearean interpreters, he makes the 
Venetian merchant a proud, haughty, Chris- 
tian-hating, disdainful man, with attributes 
becoming wealth and power, and not a cring- 
ing, deceitful, malevolent usurer. Mr. 
Bandmann will appear at Pope's this evening 
and will afford lovers of Shakspeare a fine op- 
portunity to compare his Shylock with the 
traditional ‘impersonation handed down 
from the English stage. The treat should not 
be overlooked.

TWENTY-EIGHT. 


The Number of the Members of the 
School Board, 


And that is the Correct Tally, and Not Fifty- 
Six, Says Judge Boyle. 


Judge Boyle this morning delivered his 
opinion sustaining the demurrer to the peti- 
tion of James Shaw and four other citiZens, 
asking the court to order an election for 
twenty-eight additional members of the 
St. Louis School Board. The petition sets 
forth that under the existing 
laws the . School Board should 
consist of two members from each 
ward of the city instead of one member, as is 
now the case. The demurrer takes the 
grounds that the law authorizing such mem- 
bership is unconstitutional. The court this 
morning|sustained the demurrer and dismissed 
the petition. The following is a full syuopsis 


of the opinion: 

Certain citizens of St. Louis, five in number, 
present to the Court their petition alleging in 
substance that The Board of President and 
Directors of the St. Louis Public Schools, 
under the laws governing said corporation, 
should consist of two members elected from 
each of the twenty-eight wards into which the 
city of St. Louis is divided; that in fact said 
board, as now organized, con- 
sists of but one member elected 
frcm each of the wards; that twenty-eight va- 
caneles exist in the membership of eaid board, 
and that the directors managing the affairs of 
said corporation have failed and neglecteꝗ to 
open and call an election to fill the same. The 
petitioners pray the Court toorder such elec- 
tion and to issue certificates of membership to 
ihe persons who may be elected. The authority 
of the proceeding is derived solely 
from an act of tbe General As- 
sembly approved April 21, 1877, 
entitled “an actto proved for opening and 
copducting elections of school directors when 
such elections have failed to take place at the 
time provided by law. Section 1 provides 
that whenever such elections for directors have 
failed to be called or opened by reason of the 
neglect of the officers, the Circuit Court in 
the locality shall be authorized upon petition 
to orderan election. Section 2 provides that 
the adoption ofthe Scheme and Charter in 
St. Louis after a failure to open an 
election for school directors creates an emer- 
gency that requires immediate relief ;there- 
fore it is provided that the act shall take effect 
and be in full force from its passage. Under 
an order to show cause why the prayer of the 

etitioners should not be granted. the said 

Joard of President and School Directors, 
by attorney, demurred to the 2 and 
prayed a dismissal on two grounds: 

1. Because section 13 of the Charter of St. 
Louis,under which the boardis organized,is a 
legul and valid law and governs in,the premises. 

2. Because the act of April 21, 1877, is un- 
constitutional and of no force or effect. 

The Court in reviewing the demurrer states 
that the Board of Freeholders was not authar- 
ized to alter or annul by charter provisions 
uny of the laws then existing concerning the 
organization and government of the School 
Board. The constitution provides for 
an extension of the city limits and 
authorizes the framing of a new charter 
for the government of the city as enlarged in 
harmony with, and subject to, the laws of the 
State, and which should become the organic 
law of the city and take the place of and 
supersede the former charter. But at thetime 
this provision was incorporated, the 
Board of Directors of the Pub- 
lic Schools was itself a separate 
corporation and wholly independent in the 
management of its affairs of the Council and 
County Court. So far as the charter 
is not in harmony with the pre- 
existing laws concerning the School 
Board it must be held inoperative. In 
this view the charter requirements that the 
board shall consist of only one member from 
each ward must be held inyalid, since under 
the act incorporating the board February 13, 
1833, and an amendatory act of March 13, 1867, 
the board must consist of two members 
from each wara of the city. Under 
the second ground of demurrer, it is 
contended that the actof April 21, 1877, is 
void, because a special law. and also because 
it confers powers and duties on the court 
which are not judicial, but legislative and ex- 
ecutive. The method prescribed, and 
without pursuing which the act 
becomes inoperative. is at variance 
and in eonflict with the organic lawof the 
corporation, and therein violates the Coasti- 
tution, which declares no corporation after 
the adoption of this Constitution shall be cre- 
ated by speciai law, nor shall any existing 
charter be extended, etc. 

In reviewing the second demurrer it is held 
that the powers confirmed by the act of April 


21, 1871, violate the Constitution covering the 


three separate divisions of the Government. 
The second ground of the demurrer was sus- 
tained, and as that ruling is fatal to the first 
the petition was dismissed.

The 
men did not resist, and Nellie Angus and her 
friend took refuge in a doorway from their 
persecutors, who followed them up, and were 
still insulting them, when a policeman 
turned up and took themincustody. On 
trial before Judge Jecko the girls, who are 
modest and good women, gavetheir evidence 
with much reluctance, and the Judge prompt- 
ly fined Hughes a hundred and Satchel fifty 
dollars. Friends of the two prisoners = up 
United States bonds to the amount $ on 
Sunday as security, and the two men were 
released. They are said to be well-connected 
and well-known young men.

RIVER GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 


The New Elevator at Carondelet a 
Fixed Certainty.

Increase of Barge Transportation Facilities 
Demanded. 


ff It is now a settled fact that there isto bea 
large grain elevator at Carondelet. It was an- 
nounced in the Post-DISPATCH, some time 
ago, that such a thing was a 
probability. Since that time all 
the necessary arrangements have been com- 
pleted and the contracts for the work will be 
let in a short time. Its capacity is to be from 
1.500, 000 to 2,000,000 bushels, and it will, of 


course, have all recent conveniences and im- 
provements. The stockholders are to be the 
owners of the elevators now in operation in 
the city. and the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific 


and the Missouri Pacific Railroad Companies. 


The railroads, of course, are represented by 
Mr. Jay Gould. the president of one and the 
leading spiritin the other. The Missouri 
Pacific bas a branch which leaves the main 
branch at Kirkwood and runs to Carondelet. 
This new elevatoris designed totake grain 
from the Kirkwood branch, and reload it on 
barges for river shipment. All grain going 
to it is to be inspected by the iuspectors of 
the Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis, and 
will be handled just as grain going into the 
Advance at St. Louis, or any of the other 
elevators here. The Carondelet elevator will 
be completed in time for the grain trade of 
next fall. 

Its construction is the strongest possible 
evidence of the growth and importance of the 
sbipment of grain downtheriver. The fact 
that Jay Gould is to be a stockholder proves 
that he is carrving into practical effect the ideas 
about the river be advanced in a little 
speech he madeto the St. Louis merchants 
when they called on him directly after he bad 
purchased the Missouri Pacific Railroad. The 
next thing to do is to increase the river 
shipping facilities. The gen:lemen who have 
organized the existing barge lines deserve al! 
praise. for they have, by sodoing, done much 
to develop the grain trade of St. 
Louis, but they are only the pioneers, and 
the great work remains yet to be done. There 
are now three barge lines running between 
St. Louis and New Orleans. All combined, 
they have only about forty barges. This is 

NOT HALF THE NUMBER NEEDED. 

It would be infinitely better to haye more 
barges and charge a smaller freight 
rate. At the present rates on 
groin to New Orleans a barge 
pays for itself in about three or four trips. 

Take, as an illustration, a tow that went out 
from this port last week. Ittook out 290,000 
bushels of eorn, and the freight charged was 
10 cents per bushel, which made a sum of 
829, 000. The expense per day is 
about 5200. which, for a trip 
of twenty-one .days, would amount 
to $4.200. Deducting the expenses from the 
freight charges, there is left the sum of 
$24,500, which is the clear profiton a single 
trip. No account is here made of the receipts 
that may be derived from up-river freight. 
This alone is generally enough to pay the 
expenses of the whole trip. A tow gener- 
ally consists of a toweoat 
and five barges, the latter costing about 
$8,000 each and the former about $25,000, 
making the total cost of the outfit $65,000. It 
will be easily seen that it would not take, at 
the most. more than four trips 
to pay the cost of a tow from 
down freight alone. Captain Lourey, 
an experinced river man, has said that grain 
could be taken from here to New Orleans for 
3 cents per bushel. It cartainlty ought to be 
carried for 6cents a bushel. If grain could 
be sent to New Orleans for 6 cents a bushel, 
St. Louis could 

SUCCESSFULLY COMPETE 

with any grain market on 
the continent. But there is 
not only anecessity fora cheaper rate, but 
there is a necessity for more barges. The re- 
quirements of thetrade here willsoon de- 
mand that a tow of 250,000 bushels shall leave 
every day during the navigable season,andas it 
take sabout twenty-onc days to make the round 
trip this would take something over 100 
barges, counting. five barges in a _ tow. 

It is easy enough to see that there 

is plenty of room for competition in down- 
river grain shipping,where there are only forty 
barges in the business, and where the rate of 
freight to New Orleans is ten cents a bushel. 
When the new elevator at the foot of Chouteau 
avenue and the one at Carondelet are com- 
pleted, the facilities for loading grain on 
barges will be vastly inereased, and there 
ought to be a corresponding increase 
in the shipping accommodotions. The eleva- 
tor men may be depended on to do all that can 
be done in their line. They will not only 
build a new elevator at Carondelet, but they 
will build others if necessary.
